A number of bills of great interest 


to Gettysburg were introduced in the 
extra session of the present sixty-first 
Congress and their fate will be watch* 
ed at this end of the line with much 
concern. 


The one bill which has the favorable 


approval of the whole country, and 
the one our people are most interested 
in. is for the eoustrustfou of "Lin- 
col u Way," from Washington to Get- 
tysburg. It is the purpose of Hot). 
D. F. Lafeau to leave nothing undone 
to have the bill be introduced for the 
"Lincoln Way" become a law. 


He will also work for the passage of 


the bill to provide for the erection of 
public ouilding at Gettysburg and in 
view of the celebration of the 50th 
anniversary of the battle iu 191.3, the 
Nation having a Federal building in 
this place to house the Battlefield 
Commissioners and their 
valuable 


records ought to be unanswerable. 


Congressman L.afean stated that the 


only new bill of any importance, he 
would offer, would be to piovide 
for a special pension for soldiers, sa 
ors and marines of the Federal army 
and navy, confined in confederate 
prisons during the Civil war, being 
the bill known as "Prisoners of War 
Bill" approved of at Salt Lake city 
last September. 


Mr. Lafean also declared that he 


will be in favor of a postal savings 
bank and a parcels pott law. 


If there is any way Gettysburg eiti 


zens can help the situation fur the 
"Lincoln Way" and Federal bujld 
ings, they should get busy.

Wheu the civil war began Avery's! gathering can be taken as evidence 
0 
" . tlifi fill timctftirrtl'O UMll nci i*rcilr»4-kTvinrl nnH 
grandson, Isaac Erwiu Avery, entered 
the service of North Carolina, and, 
brave to the utmost, rose iu rank until 
at Gettysburg, the high-water mark of 
the war. he was colonel of the Sixth 
regiment, its major being Samuel Mc- 
Dowell Tate, also a member of a noted 
.North Carolina family, which had seen 
service, like the Avery?, in all our 
wars. Colonel Avery was a strikingly 
handsome man and on the second day 
at Gettysburg was leading his regi- 
ment iu a charge, when both he and 
his horse vrere shot and rnortilly 
wounded. The animal fell, pinning 
Avery to the ground. His rider, thus 
caught and partially paralyzed, de- 
clined to allow himself to be touched, 
but ordered his regiment to continue 
its advance. While it rushed forward 
he, with infinite pain, and able to use 
only bis left baud, contrived to take 
from his pocket a pad of Confederate 
note-paper and a pencil, and to scrawl 
a message. It was written for Major 
Tate, to be given to the father of ihe 
mortally-stricken soldier, and it was 
in these words ; "Major, tell my fath 
er I died with my face to the enemy. 
—A. E. Avery." The poorly-made 
paper which bears thismessa^eof per- 
fect courage is marked hy blotches of 
the writer's blood. 


Tb,e regiment made a splendid charge 


passed a. utoue wall, through two 


opeiltugs and over parts of the wall, 
and Major Tate told the writer that 
-with bis own revolver he shot four or 
five of the Federal troops as they lay 
behind the wall. He said the ieene 
was too awful to be described. He saw 
two men, one In blue, the other in gray, 
almost leaning against each other and 
tottering to death, each with bayonet 
eunk to the very muzzle of the rifle in 
the body of his ^opponent, aud au in- 
stant later saw thtuago down together 
with frenzied faces and wild looks of 
hate, while blood ran over the stony 
ground m iittle rivulets. 


Came of Fighting Family. 


When Tate returned to hie colonel 


there was the message, and it was 
taken to the father of the brave sol- 
dier, whose death so soon followed 
and whose body was taken to the an- 
cestral home of the Averysat Morgan- 
town, a town in the mountain foot- 
hills of North Carolina. Another of 
the Averys, as colonel of another 
North Carolina, was iu the line which 
w€Ut farthet at Chickamauga, that 
"Gettysburg of the West, and illus- 
trated there, as his brother did at Get- 
tysburg, the heroism and the noble- 
ness of tue American soldier, aud it is 
this man of Chickamauga, Colonel Al- 
phouso Avery, who ,ha.d presented to 
North Coroliua this appealing message 
from his brother. 


It was but fit that at Gettysburg it 


should be the fortune of another North 
Carolina regiment, commanded by the 
youngest colonel on either the Feder- 
al or the Confederate side, to have suf- j 
fered a greater loss than any other 
regiment, on .either side, during all 
the war. That regiment 
was the 


Twenty-sixth, aud its boy-colonel was 
llenry King Burgwyn. whose stately 
monument of granite adorns the Con- 
federate cemetery at Raleigh, bearing 
the family crest aud telling iu simple 
words of what the regiment did. Tpou 
the monument which covers the rest- 
ing-place of Colonel Avery, of the 
8ixth, the inscription is iu part his 
message above set forth, and, indeed 
lie needs no further eulogy.

MONT 
ALTOJANATORIUM 


IS NOW LARGEST STATE MAIN- 


TAINED INSTITUTION. 


How the Work of Fighting the White 


Plague is Carrled.oa at 


Mont Alto.' 


Th«' State of Penusylvania. to-day 


stands foremost in the Uniou in its 
treatment of consumptive patients aud 
has the largest State maintained, san- 
atorium in the country. By aa act of 
1907, 
the Rothrock Sanatorium at Mt. 


Alto was bought. This included a few 
shacks, most of which still stand ia 
the reservation. To-day the reserve 
has been extended until it contains 
650 acres of mountain land, situated 
in a tract of 15,000. acres of woodland 
owned by the forestry department. 


Recruited from the dispensaries are 


between 650 aud TOO- patients who are 
now living mostly in the open at Mont 
Alto. 
There is a waiting list at 


most of the dispensaries. 


Camp- In High Altitude. 


The selection of Mont Alto was 


made by Dr. Dixon because ot" the 
general healthful conditions that pre- 
vail in that locality. The camps are 
located ou a plateau 1,70O feet above 
sea level aud just far enough away 
from a towu and the railroads. The 
tamps are three miles up the moun- 
tain from the station at Mont Alto 
and the patients are taken there by 
mule team, as the grade is too steep 
for horses. The patients are living 
in two camps, the insipieut cases and 
those moderately advanced being kept 
together in the lower camp and the 
advanced cases being watched iu the 
inarmary building a mile distant. Be- 
tween 150 and 200 of the patients are 
now in the infirmary. This is a large 
well-aired and ventilated building on 
the side of the mountain where there 
is plenty of sunlight and all the fresh 
air that is going. 


Dr. Dixon's Cottage. 


In the camp for the incipient and 


moderately advanced cases there are 
now over twenty of the especially 
designed cottages of Dr. Dixon and 
numerous tents. The cottages of Dr. 
Dixou are models of their kind, hav- 
ing been adopted in many parts of 
the country by individuals. For the 
construction of these houses, Dr. Dix- 
on this year received a medal at the 
international conference of health au- 
thorities, held at Washington, D. C. 


In the exhibit of the health depart- 


ment which is taken about the State, 
is a small reproduction of one of 
these cottages. It is built to the scale 
of one inch to a foot, the original cot- 
tages being twenty-seven feet square. 
Each cottage contains four rooms, 
open at thetop and ventilated through 
the roof. In the center of the building 
is a hall in which is the only stove 
in the building and there the patients 
of the cottage dress and undress. 


Sunlight and Air. 


The cottages 
are 
so located iu 
streets that each room gets a certain 
amount of sunshine. One or two per- 
sons live in a room, but never more 
than two and each occupies a separate 
bed. 
The tents are conveniently ar- 


ranged, and the occupants of these as 
well as those of the cottages live as 
much in the air as possible. Steamer 
chairs are occupied during the great- 
er part of the day by the patients, be 
ing arranged in front of the cottages 
and tents. Heavy blankets are used 
in cold weather. 


The camp is in charge of Dr. F. C. 


Johnson and he has nine assistant 
physicians to help him in his work 
and a staff of thirty nurses. 


Camp Life Present. 


Life at the camp is made as pleas- 


ant as posible, and all of the patients 
enjoy their sojourn there. 
If the 


doctors permit they take walks in the 
forest preserves. There are various 
forms of mild exercise permitted and 
the social life in many respects is the 
same as in any other settlement. A 
part of the large dining hall is used 
for public worship where services are 
held Wednesdays and Sundays. Mrs. 
Dixon, wife of the health commission- 
er, has provided money for a union 
chapel where visiting clergymen will 
hold services. 


The dining hall is one of the most 


attractive of the buildings in the 
camp. It is large and well equipped. 
One end is fitted up for the fifty or 
more children now at 
Mont Alto. 


There is a piano, phonograph, books 
and games for the youngsters and the 
nurses see that they have a good 
time. 


Everything Disinfected. 


The laundry is another of the la; 39 


buildings on the grounds. All olo-Jies 
are thoroughly disinfected when they 
enter the building. As a matter of 
fact everything handled by the pa 
tients is disinfected before coming in 
contact with the attendants or the 
people of other localities. Every uiece 
of mail that comes from t^e c.iinp is 
disinfected before it receive? Us i>o.~t 
mark. 


The camp has its owi 
chic l:en 


coops and is now able to supp'> al- 
most enough eggs and elmlvfns for 
the use of the patients. 
A larger 


building is now in course o 
tion and when this is cou.p'etctl tl.e 
requisite number of eggo v il! be .se 
cured daily.

Employment of Children. 


The Act of Assembly of April 29, 


1909 going intj effect Jan. 1.1916 pro- 
vides that no children under 14 years 
of age can be employed and that child- 
ren between ages of 14 and 16 can only 
be employed when the principal of 
schools, or Secretary of Board of 
School Directors has issued a certifi- 
cate of permission as provided by the 
Act. 


Ihe Attorney General has handed 


down an opinion declaring all em- 
ployment affidavits under laws now 
in force will be invalid on and after 
Jan. 1, 1010. 


In view of the impossibility of is- 


suing new certificates on the first day 
of January next to the large number 
of employed minors who wilt need 
and are entitled to them as well as to 
protect tneir employees against liabil- 
ity to ttie penalties of the Act which 
goes into effect on that date the At- 
torney General has given notice that 
the school authorities, public aud pa- 
rochial and private will at once begin 
to issue the employment certificates 
provided for in Act of April 29, 1909 to 
minors employed under the laws now 
in force. Such certificates, however 
will be valid only-on aud after Jan. 1, 
1910. The Superintendent of Public 
Instruction has sent out notice to the 
various school officials concerned in- 
structing them in accordance with the 
opinion of Ihe Attorney General.

HP it enacted and ordained by the Burgess 


and Town Council of the Borough of Gettys- 
burg and it is hereby ordained and enacted 
by authority of same. 


" Sec. 1. The sanitary sewer system of the 
Itorough of Gettysburg. Penna., consists of 
conduits of salt glazed, vitrifled. earthen- 
ware pipe, with necessary accessories. They 
are designed to carry oil all liquid house 
wa«t<*s ai!<l are known herein as sanitary 
sewers. The sewers in the streets and al- 
leys passing the various lots are called main 
scwors. 
The sewers leading from the main 
sewers to the properties on either side are 
called house sewers. 
Sec. 2. That all owners of property iu the 
Borough, abutting on or adjoining any street 
or alley in which is a public main sewer, 
shall make connection with such sewer after 
the approval of this ordinance, in the man- 
ner and under the regulations hereinafter 
pro\ idcd. for the purpose of discharging into 
said sewer such matter as is specified in 
Sec. I. Should any property owner fail to 
eonnivt as aforesaid and after three months 
I:.sal notice given him by the Council of the 
passage and approval hereof, then it shall 
be lawful and the duty of the Superintend- 
ent of Sewers to make the connection as 
hereinafter provided. The cost of making 
such connection shall be collected from the 
owner of the property, with twenty per cen- 
tum added thereto according to law. 
Sec. S. The Town Council immediately 
after this ordinance goes into effect shall 
elect a suitable person to be Superintendent 
of Sewers, to hold office until the first Mon- 
day of March. 1910, and annually thereafter 
for the term of one year, subject to removal 
for cause at any time. He shall give bond 
to the Borough in the sum of three hundred 
dollars, with one or more sureties, to be ap- 
proved by the Council, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duties as herein 
mentioned or prescribed from time to time, 
and he shall receive such compensation and 
in such manner as the Council may deter— 
mine before the time of his appointment. It 
shall be the duty of the Superintendent of 
Sewers to enforce a strict compliance with 
the provisions of this ordinance, and also 
with all ordinances and regulations which 
may be passed hereafter and such other du- 
ties as the Town Council may prescribe. 


Sec. 4. The Superintendent of Sewers shall 
have power and authority, at all reasonable 
times, to enter upon private property, to- 
gether with tools, workmen and material, 
when such entry is necessary for the proper 
performance of his duties; and any person 
or persons who shall interfere with said of- 
ficer in the performance of his official du- 
ties, or interrupt the same or who shall re- 
fuse to allow him to enter upon private pro- 
perty for the purposes herein or herinafter 
prescribed, shall for each offense upon can- 
viction. be sentenced to pay a fine of not 
less than Five nor more thnn Twenty Dol- 
lars, lo be recovered according to law. 
Sec. 5. Any person, firm or corporation in- 


tending to make connection with the sewer 
system shall present an application to the 
Burgess, which must be signed by the owner 
of the property to be drained or his author- 
ized agent. 
A blank application will be fur- 


nished by the Burgess and must contain a 
statement that the applicant will indemnify 
and save harmless the Borough of Gettys- 
burg from, all accidents and damages, costs 
and counsel fees, caused by any negligence, 
in protecting his work, or by unfaithful, im- 
perfect or inadequate work done, and also 
that he will replace and restore the pave- 
ment, sidewalk or street surface over any 
opening he may have made to as good a 
state anr condition as it was before, and 
keep and maintain the same in good order, 
to the satisfaction of the Borough Council, 
for a period of six months hereafter. 
It 
shall also state the location of the property, 
the name of the owner and the name of the 
person, if any, employed to do the work. No 
permit shall be deemed to authorize any- 
thing not stated in the application, and for 
any misrepresentation in the application the 
plumber or person making the application 
shall be held liable for any damage that 
may result therefrom or any fine imposed 
therefor. 


Sec. 6. The Town Council shall have the 
absolute control of the manner of construc- 
tion of all private, house sewers, drains or 
pipes connecting with the public sewer, anu 
no such sewer, drain or pipe shall be con- 
nected with the public sewer unless in con- 
formity with the rules and regulations adop- 
ted by the Council. 
The Superintendent of 
Sewers shall designate the position of the 
"Y" branch in the street or alley, and all 
connections made with the main sewer and 
all plumbing connections, shall be made uu- 
dcr his direction. 


Sec. 7. 
The sum of Seventy-five Cents 
shall be paid for inspection and permit to 
tap any main sewer, and it shall be lawful 
for the Burgess upon receipt of the said 
sum. ti issue a permit for that purpose to 
any person who has complied with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, but not until that 
portion of the system has been approved anil 
accepted by Council. 


Sec. 
S. The Superintendent is to be given 


notice when any work is ready for inspec- 
tion, and all work must be left uncovered 
and 
convenient for examination until in- 
spected and approved, and such inspection 
shall be made immediately after notification. 
Tho applicant or the plumber employed by 
him shall remove or repair any defective 
material or labor when so ordered by the 
Superintendent. 
i 
Sec. fi. No open gutter, cesspool or privy 


lault shall be connected with any main 
sewer. 
Cellars may be connected with the 


main sewer only when they can be tapped in 
such a manner that the water seal cannot 
be destroyed. All cellars connected with a 
niai'i sewer shall have over the open ends a 
fixed screen or grating with meshes or per- 
forations not larger than 1-4 of an inch, 
and 
which shall not be removed without 


permission of the Superintendent. 
S^c. 3". No person, firm or corporation 
shall inure, break or remove any qortion of 
any manhole, lamyhole. flush tank, catch 
hasin or any part of the sewer system, or 
throw or deposit ar cause to be thrown or 
deposited in any sewer opening, sink, water 
closet or other receptacle connecting with 
the sewtr system any garbage, butcherir.g 
or other offal, dead animals, vegetable par- 
ings, ashes, cinders, rags or any other mat- 
ter or thing whatsoever, except faces, urine 
and the necessary water closet paper, which 
shall be regular toilet (tissue) paper. 
Sec. 11. Any person, firm or corporation 
desiring to lay pipes for water, gas. electric 
current, steam or any other purpose, in any 
street upon which sewers are laid, shall give 
at least twenty-four hours notice to the Bur- 
gess before opening the street or alley, and 
the manner of excavating, laying and back 
filling over such pipe shall be subject to the 
approval of the Superintendent. 
All such 
work shall be planned and executed so that 
no injury or damage shall occur to any main 
or house sewer. 


Sec. 12. The Superintendent shall have 


full pnwcr In Htop uud prevent from dis- 
charging into the sewer system any private 
or liouwe sewer through which »ubatai<'O 
are dischatKcd which arc liable to Injure 
the sowerw or obstruct the flow of the sew- 
age. 


Sc<'. 
1">. Before any old drain or Bewvi 


shall Ix- connected with the sewer system 
the* owner of the private* drain or sewer sha" 
l>.'->\i' !o tin- satisfaction of the Superintend- 
ent that it is clean and conform* ID every 
respt'ct to these rules and regulation*. 
Sec. 14. The house sewer trench shall be 
dug so as to meet the main sewer at the po- 
sition of the "Y" branch as located by the 
Superintendent. The material thrown from 
the trench shall be so placed as not to ob- 
struct public travel and so as to cause the 
least inconvenience. 
Proper barriers and 
lights must be placed along the trench so as 
to guard the public against accidents. 
Iu 
back filling the earth shall be carefully ram- 
med or flooded so as to keep the pipe In pro- 
per condition and avoid settling, and no 
stone shall be used in filling until there has 
been a depth of one foot of flue earth or 
gravel placed over the pipe. 
Sec. 15. The house sewer from a point 
five feet outside of the house to the main 
sewer shall be of first quality salt-glazed, 
vitrified, earthenware pipe. 
Its interior di- 
ameter shall be six inches. No earthen pipe 
shall be laid under any dwelling house or 
other building. 
Sec. IU. The cover at the end of the "Y" 
branch of the main sewer shall be removed 
only by the Superintendent. 
The pipe on 
house sewers shall be laid on an even grade 
of not less than 1-4 of an inch to the foot. 
Unless by special permission of the Superin- 
tendent, when provision must be oiiult; i\.i 
regular and efficient flushing. Curved pipe 
shall be used for every deflection from a 
straight line of more than six inches in t«>> 
feet. 
The joints of the earthenware pipe 
shall be made pure with Portland cement of 
first quality, to be prepared one part cement 
and two parts sharp sand, the joint:; of 'lit 
1 


iron pipe shall be of oakum and lead. The 
ends of all house sewers not immediately 
connected with the plumbing fixtures shall 
be securely closed with water-tight imper- 
ishable material. If lead pipe the end mu .t 
be soldered, if cast iron pipe a cast iron 
plug must be calked in with the lead. 
Sec. 17. All material used in house sew- 


er.s must be of good quality and free from 
defects and the work must be executed in a 
thorough iiurl workmanlike manner. 
No soil 
or waste pipe shall have a fall of less than 
two inches in ten feet and only cast iron 
soil pipe shall be used in dwelling houses 
and other inside plumbing. 
Sec. IS. The pipe in the house sewer mu»t 
be at least four inches in interior diameter 
at e\cry point. No trap or manner of ob- 
struction to the free flow of air through the 
whole- course of the house sewer or soil pipe 
will bo allowed. 
No permit to connect with 


the main sewer will be granted unless there- 
is a vent pipe extending from the sewer pipe 
to the house top as herein provided. Tin* 
may be secured by an untrapped house sew- 
er and soil pipe, or if a pipe is placed in the 
main soil pipe by a ventilating pipe leading 
to the roof from the lower side of the trap 
and a fresh air inlet connecting with the 
foot of the main soil pipe just above the 
trap. 
Every vertical soil and waste -pipe 


must be extended at least two feet above the 
highest part of the roof or coping. 
It must 
not be less thnn three inches in diameter in 
any place, without return bend and with 
open or basket end. 
It must not open near 
a window nor an air shaft which ventilates 
living rooms. 
Provided that all houses in 


which plumbing has been done heretofore 
and having a smaller vent pipe than that 
herein provided shall not be disturbed or 
affected by the section. 
Sec. 19. Sinks in all packing houses, 


butchet shops, hotels, restaurants, boarding 
houses and laundries shall be provided with 
a suitable grease trap. 
Rain water conduc- 
tors shall not be connected with the sewers. 
Overflows from fixtures must In each case 
be connected on the inlet side of the trap. 
Sec. 20. The construction and maintenance 


of cesspools in any yard or other exposed 
place upon any property abutting on or ail- 
joining any street or alley in which is a 
main sewer is hereby prohibited within the 
Borough limits. Provided that water clos- 
ets so located may be built and used or 
maintained if they are of such design that 
all working parts, valves and traps must be 
two and one-half feet below the ground and 
shall be surrounded and encased in a pit 
at least 26 inches square, or if circular 26 
inches in diameter, to be surrounded by a 
brick wall not less than nine inches in thick- 
ness. 
The floor covering the pit shall be 


supplied with a trap door, so that the pit 
and closet may be easily inspected. No water 
closet can be used without proper arrange- 
ments for flushing. All pipes must be Uud 
in accordance with the provisions of this, or- 
dinance. 
The above mentioned pit niaj? be' 
dispensed with if a frost-proof water closet 
is used. 


Sec. 
21. Exit pipes to all fixture* except 


water closets shall be fitted with solid r-ink 
pan with 1-4 inch perforated holes in bot- 
tom.Sec. 22. No person shall wilfully injure, 
damage or destroy any part or parcel of amy> 
sewer or its connections, constructed, laid or: 
connected under the provisions of this or- 
dinance, or owned and operated by the Hirr- 
ougli. 
Sec. 23. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance sli-all on convic- 
tion be'sentenced to pay a fine" of "not more;! 
than Twenty nor less than Fve CioHars. re-; 
corerable according to law.
